NIQCOSIA, Tuesday. — Ten Jews, 
former prisoners in Baghdad, 
arrived here last night after 
being deported by lraqgi 
authorities upon the termination 
of their prison sentences 

They stated they were taken 
from prison by Iragi p@lice into 
a waiting Cyprus bound airplane 
yesterday morning. Ahhough 
born in Baghdad and holders 
of Iraqi passports, they were 
deprived of their citizenship 
and passports and were handed 
ordimary iaisees passer docu- 
ments. : 

They arrived in Cyprus without 
visas. Under arrangements be- 
tween the Israci Consulate and 
the local overament, they were 
issued five-day transit permits 
until their trip to Israel can be 
arran
